WILEKESBARRE, Pa., June 14.~Today 


ends the fifth week of the anthracite coa!

days ago.

Neither the miners nor. the operators have 
atrything further to propose, and, if a so- 
lution of the dispute is to come. it looks 
very much as though it would have te 
come from a third party. 

The entire region was quiet today and 
the territorv ected hy the strike nre- 
sents a Sunday-like appearance. Including 
those who are not on strike, but are af- 
fected ~ ane suspension, there are aprox- 
imate'y 165.000 men and bovs ‘dle. 

The efforts of the strike feaders to bring 
out the fire bosses is not meeting with as 
much success as they expected. 

President Mitchel! today received advices 
from ‘West Virginia, which, he says, are 
extremely favorable to the strikers. One 

am from Kanawha and New river 
districts. where a tota! of 13,0009 men are 
employed, sevs that 12,100 men are on strike 
in that territory. 

The statement printed today and alleged 
to be from an official close to the large 
coal companies to the effect that the atrike 
is teaching the operators to economize the 
working forces at their mines and that 
after the strike is over less than 100,000 men 
will be used in the mines, is denounced as 
a “fake.’”’ 

General Manager Warriner of the Lehigh 
Valley Coal Co. said today that neither his 
company nor the New Jersey Central rall- 
way knew anvthing of the origin of the 
storv. A prominent official of the Lehigh 
& Wilkesbarre Coal Co. also denigd all 
knowledge of the statement. 

President Mitchell says the idea embodied 
in the statement is absurd, even from the 
operators’ viewpoint.
